• Do not charge the headset or phoneset 
outside the temperature range of 30-115° F. 

• Use only the supplied cigarette lighter 
adapter to charge the headset and phoneset. 

• Do not attempt to remove the lithium ion 
batteries. Doing so could damage the 
headset or phoneset. 


^ NOTE 0^ 

• You must fully charge the headset and 
phoneset batteries before initial use. Allow 
approximately three hours for a full charge. 

• Do not press the buttons on the headset or 
phoneset while charging the batteries. Doing 
so places ir Bud in factory test mode. 

• We recommend recharging the headset and 
phoneset batteries at the same time. 

• For charging at home or in the office, you 
can charge the headset and phoneset using 
a 12V, minimum 300 mA AC adapter and a 
size B Adaptaplug™ adapter (neither 
supplied). Both are available at your local 
RadioShack store or online at 
www.RadioShack.com. 

• You may need an audio jack adapter. Check 
with your local RadioShack for adapter

PREPARATION 


Charging the Batteries 

1 . Insert the cigarette iighter adapter into 
your vehicie’s cigarette lighter socket. 

2. Connect one of the adapter’s plugs to 
the headset and the other to the 
phoneset (See illustration above). The 
LED on both the headset and phoneset 
fiash twice per second whiie charging. 
The LEDs fiash oniy once per second 
when charging is compiete. 

3. Disconnect the headset and the 
phoneset from the adapter when 
charging is compiete.tBI ^ 

Use the opportunity to recharge Air Bud 
whenever it wiil not be in use for an 
extended period of time. This wiii ensure 
that Air Bud has a fuil supply of talk time. 

Frequent and partiai charging does not 
adverseiy affect the Li-ion battery 
performance." 

Recharge the headset battery when the 
headset beeps four times and the LED 
fiashes four times every five seconds. 

Recharge the phoneset battery when the 
headset beeps twice and the LED flashes 
two times every five seconds. 

Air Bud terminates the iink between the 
headset and phoneset after a warning beep. 
You cannot operate Air Bud untii you 
recharge the batteries. 


Connecting the 
Phoneset 

Piug the phoneset’s 2.5mm 
piug into your celiuiar phone’s 
audio jack. The phoneset and 
headset are ready to operate. 

Changing the Ear Hook 

To change the ear hook from one side to the 
other, siide the ear hook to the right or ieft 
and remove it. Turn the ear hook over and 
insert it into the ear hook hoies on the 
opposite side. 



Adjusting the Headset 

Piace Air Bud in your ear and adjust the ear 
hook by bending it to fit over your ear.

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^ NOTE VY 

• The headset allows up to 10 days of battery 
life in standby mode. The phoneset allows 
up to 2 days battery life in standby mode. 

• The headset and phoneset allow up to three 
hours of talk time when fully charged. 

• Switching off the headset is not necessary 
since it operates in standby mode for 1 0 
days once fully charged. 

• Do not operate Air Bud outside a 
temperature range of 14-122° F. 

• Do not store Air Bud outside the allowable 
temperature range of -5-140° F. 

• Do not expose Air Bud to water. 

• Do not press and hold the buttons on either 
the headset or phoneset while they are 
connected to DC power. Doing so will cause 
Air Bud to enter the factory test mode. 


d CAUTION at 

In some jurisdictions, it is illegal to operate a 
motor vehicle while wearing a headset. Check 
your local laws before using Air Bud while 
driving. 


CARE 

Keep Air Bud dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry 
immediately. Use and store Air Bud only in 
normal temperature environments. Flandle Air 
Bud carefully; do not drop it. Keep Air Bud away 
from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth 
occasionally to keep it looking new. 

If your Air Bud is not performing as it should, 
take it to your local RadioShack store for 
assistance. Modifying or tampering with Air 
Bud’s internal components can cause a 
malfunction and might invalidate its warranty 
and void your FCC authorization to 
operate it. 


OPERATION 

Modes of Operation 

Standby Mode — the user is ready to pick 
up or disconnect a cail. The LED hashes. 

Talk Mode — the phoneset and headset are 
connected during a conversation. The LED 
is constantiy lit. 

Sleep Mode — the power is off and the LED 
is off. There is no battery usage in the sleep 
mode, ty 

Turning Air Bud 
On/Off 

Headset 

The headset automatically turns on and 
enters the standby mode once it is fuily 
charged. 

If you wish to turn off the headset (sieep 
mode), hoid the headset button down for 
approximateiy 20 seconds until the LED 
flashes twice, then release the button. To 
turn the headset back on, repeat this 
process, the headset will enter into the 
standby mode. 

Phoneset 

To turn on the phoneset, hold down ON/OFF 
on the front of the phoneset until the LED 
flashes twice. Reiease ON/OFF. The LED 
fiashes siowiy indicating that the phoneset is 
in the standby mode. 

To turn the phoneset off, hoid down ON/OFF 
untii the LED fiashes twice. Release the 
button. The LED turns off and the phoneset 
enters the sleep mode. 


Using Air Bud 

Setting the Volume 

Rotate the volume dial, located on the top of 
the headset, to its iowest ievei then adjust it 
to a comfortable listening Ievei. You may 
aiso use your ceiiuiar phone’s voiume 
controi to adjust the voiume. 

Answering a Call 

Press the headset button. The headset 
beeps once to indicate it is active and wiii 
beep a second time when it has connected 
with the phoneset and entered talk mode. 
Press TALK on your cellular phone to 
answer the call. 

Disconnecting a Call 

Press END on your cellular phone. Then 
press the headset button to return Air Bud to 
the standby mode. 

Making a Call 

For ceiiuiar handsets that have a voice- 
diaiing feature, press Air Bud’s headset 
button once. Activate your ceiiuiar phone’s 
voice-diaiing feature and speak your 
command. 

For a ceiiuiar phone that does not have a 
voice-diaiing feature, press the headset 
button once. Then diai the number on the 
ceiiuiar handset and press SEND. 

Out of Range Indicator 

The headset generates a warning tone (1 
beep per second for 15 seconds) when the 
distance between the headset and phoneset 
exceeds a communication distance of 
approximateiy 30 feet. 

Resetting Air Bud 

If your Air Bud is not working properiy, reset 
it by connecting the headset and phoneset 
to DC power. Foiiowthe instructions under 
“Charging the Batteries” on Page 1 to make 
the required connections.
